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THE GALLAUDET HOME. 



Fob many years it has been tbe 
ambition of Dr. Thomas Gallaudet to 
provide a Home for the aged and in- 
firm deaf-mutes of this Statu, and el 
last his efforts have been rewarded and 
bis wishes found realization in what 
bas been very appropriately named 
"The Gallaudet Home for Deaf- 
Mutes." As our t< -ad< Sja already know, 
a fine and substantial building and 
several acres of land have been pur 
chatted near I'oujjhkefcpsie, N. Y., and 
thither the inmates of the temporary 
place of refuge on Thirteenth Street, 
this city, have been moved. The fnnd 
did not reach a sufficient amount to 
enable tbe Trustees to pay all the 
price asked, so that a mortgage. was 
placed upon the Home as security for 
the $15,000 still unpaid. Efforts are 
being steadily made to pay off this 
rtgage, notably by Mr. C. B 
Thomson, one of New York's most 
intelligent semi-mutes, who has raised 
over $1000 in a few weeks, bat aside 
from the payment of this debt, another 
problem presents itself — namely, the 
support of the Home. Altbongh in 
tbe future it is hoped thai th<- Home 
will be largely — if not entirely — self 
supporting, at the present time tbe 
greatest difficulty is encountered in 
meeting tbe current expenses of main- 
taining it. In the history of almost 
every benevolent establishment it has 
been found that the most trying period 
was at the beginning. It would be 
strange if the Home had proved an 
exception to the rule, and be- 
ne prosperous and self-main- 
taining from its inauguration. The 
object now is to tide over tbe critical 
period. To this end, an association of 
deaf-mutes is in process of organization, 
the requirements of membership being 
that each deaf mate wbo shall become 
connected with it must pay at least one 
dollar per annum. As there are 
6000 deaf mures in tbe .State New 
York, it will readily be seen tbat all 
that is required is concerted effort.

A GREAT VICTORY.

Our president, Dr. Gallaudet, after 
over a month's absence in Kurope, 
returned on last Wednesday.

while on the other hand, no oiiyoouid 

be bolter represented to Hiipport 
inpetitioti" in connection with its 
adaptability hi promoting these qual- 
ifies than Now York, us it is there 
presumably that the greatest amount 
of competition is to be found. 

Wlion with this is considered tlio 
high standing of the debators them- 
selves, it will appear the debate must 
bare been extremely interesting, as 
indeed it was, and the result as de- 
cided by the judges, wns bo done, 
that but four pointB prevented the los- 
ing Hide coming out victors. 

It look place in the chapel of the 
Philadelphia Institution, which at 8:15 
p M , on the evening of the 3d inst., 
contained an audience of some two 
hundred and (illy, composed of pupils, 
attaches mid friends of the Institution, 
and graduates to the number of about 
eighty. 

Owing to some iiuunderstanding on 
the part of the committee in charge, 

the judges representing Philadelphia 
were not decided on until the last 
moment, which caused a delay of some 
twenty minute*, and when the rules 
conducing the debate had at last 

been made out, the hands of the clock 
wanted but 25 minutes to nine. Eaoh 
dabator was to be allowed ten minutes 
in (he first inning and five in the 
second, the two innings to conclude 
the debate, and the decision to rest 
with the ju'lgos 

At- that time their " Honors " enter 
id the chapel in single tile, and it was 
seen they oonaiated of three : Messrs. 
John P. O'Brien, of Now York, Ear, 
II. \V. Sylc, and R. M. Zeigler, of 
Philadelphia. The former out of 
courtesy being awarded the position 

of " chief judge " or spokesman. 

After they had taken their positions 
on the bench, Prof. Elwell, in a few 
remarks, stated the debate would 
begin, and after pointing to the black 
board, on which appeared like the 
" writing on the wall." the question 
" l.'.esolved. That Co-operaiion is more 
adapted to promote the Virtue and 
Happiness of Mankind than the Com- 
petition,' he called on the first debat 
or who was to open for the affirmative 
side, Mr. Davidson, HA., who had 
for a partner, Rev. Mr. Koehler, ami 

whose oppenents were two " teamen 

worthy of their steel," Messrs. K. 
A Hodgson, M.A., and Thomas F. 
B.A. 

When Mr. Davidson ascended the 
platform, a pallid look on the faces of 
those in the audience gave evidence 
of the excitement going on in their 
minds as to the probable result, and 
lest it might prove tiresome to those 
present not acquainted with the sign- 
language. Prof. Booth acted as In- 
terpreter for their benefit. 

Mr. Davidson opened his discus- 
sion with a few explanatory remark! 
on the question, and then went on |.> 
show how much co-operation had to 
do with the promoting of the virtue 
anil bappineil of mankind. His 
point! Were telling and very well se- 
lected, and for the ten minutes he was 
arguing the scratching of the 
judges' pencils were heard so distinct- 
ly that, it- looked as if his score was 
going up into the nineties. On his 
last minute, he worked his arms with 
the evident intention getting all he 
Id out of them, and resinned his 
teat amid a round of hand clapping 

Mr. Hodgson was then called, uh 
rending the rostrum, lit! turned facing 
the audience, put the lower button of 
his l'rinc.e Albert in its proper pi!

his argument His points, too, were 
very well chosen, :ind ill codtradieting 
the statements made by Mr Davidson, 
left 1:0 doubt in the minds of the audi 
mice thai be ( Mr. Hodgson) was ill the 

right. Continuing, he endearored to 

show how much virtue and happiness 
was due to the progress of science and 
industry, and thai in I he developing of 
these two latter pursuits competition

A colored man was' font, from 
the kitchen to the front of the house 
and cried aloud to him, but as he did 
not receive any reply from hirn, he 
and killed hirn with n gun. 
Afterwards it was found out that he 
was a mute. It was his own fault.
